"Wolvoa aai Paathors. 



Editou Colonist: — About a year 
ago the Standard, newspaper used to 
abuse the Elliott Government because, 
it said, they wanted to"- dQ away with 
the bounty paid for the destruction of 
wolves and panthers, It turned out 
afterwards, as I was informed, that it 
was only in the unsettled parts of tho 
Province that the payment wns to be 
stopped, and that wherever there 
were settlers with sheep, hogs, etc., to 
protect, the bounty was still paid. I 
believed the Standard at the time, and 
at' the ' last election I voted for Sir. 
Willinms because he had moved a reso- 
lution in favor of paying the bounty, 
which hits been a great benefit to farm- 
ers in Esquimau district, and I sup- 
pose in other districts also, for ifc has 
caused a good many wild .beasts to be 
killed, and 'a good deal of farmers' 
stock to bo saved. I M'as told at the 
election time that Mr. Walkem was in 
favor of the bounty and so was Mr. 
Beavcn and Mr. Humphreys. I see 
HOW by the paper that they have stop- 
ped payment in settled districts and I 
cannot understand what has made them 
change? their minds in such a siiort 
tiinie.''' I begin to think that Mr. 
Smithe and the other members arc 
right wheji they say that the Govern- 
ment arc afraid to do anytliing except 
what the Victoria members tell them 
or will let them. We farmers know 
very well now tiiat Sir. Wilson has 
been doing all he possibly could ever 
since he entered ■ the House to run 
down the farmers and thn country dis- 
tricts, and to tax them and grind them 
down in every way. That was a good 
article you wrote. Sir, when you said 
thiiit was not only Cowichan ho was 
hitting at, but all the districts wherc- 
(jver there are any farm(!rs. I blame 
the Governniont for not taking every- 
body's interest into consideration, and 
I blame them for letting Wilson and 
Drunmiond dictate to them against the 
farmers; .i^ We all believe that the Vic- 
toria nrcinber."5 made tho Government 
knock ofi" paying the bounty.

Editor Colonist: — A proper pound 
bv-law for this city seoms to be a sort 
of Scylla and Charybdis for succes- 
sive City Councils. They all appear 
impelled cither to do much or nothing 
at all to relievo t.-ixjiaying citizens 
from one of the greatest nuisances 
they have to submit to in tho form of 
wandering, half-starved and often vi- 
cious cattle. 

Of all the measures biihci'to jiro- 
po.sed to mitig.ite this evil T think the 
by-law of Coun. 'fhomson (which by 
far seems to have the approval of his 
conf r(!res) converting tho thoroughfares 
of the city into a licensed stock range, 
seems to bo the worst and most illad- 
vised. There is certainlj' one thing 
Mr. Thomson can claim in rpspect to 
the proposed law, and that is original- 
ity, as no precedent exists for it .so far 
as I an\ aware iu any well regulated 
city in ci\y part of the world. Leav- 
ing out of the questioi; tho numerous 
complaints of citizens who lind it im- 
possible to [)rcservo tlower or vcgotaVjle 
gardens, ornamental trees, porches or 
oven sidewalks from constant danger, 
and often destruction by straying mis- 
chievous cows, there are much more 
Beripus reasons for atjnting the nui- 
snince altogether than increasing the 
evil by allowing them to go at large 
on payment of a comparatively misera 
ble and paltry fee. The daily frights 
and dangei's to which defenceless la- 
dies who are obliged to walk in the 
.streets are exposed make powerful ap 
peals to the' better sense and gallantry 
of our Councillors than to adopt any 
course rather than one which gives li- 
cense to such iin evil. Even now, 
with tho present pound hnv only par- 
tially enforced, anxious motiicrs are in 
constant dread of sending out tlieir 
children for a little fresh air and sun- 
light on account of the' dangers to 
which the little ones are expo.sed from 
cattle running at large. 

It is to be regretted by .ill, as I sup- 
pose it must be by tho gentlemen them 
selves, that so many of tiiis Council, 
whom I in common with a majority of 
citizens was glad to > give my bumble 
assistance in electing, were not consti 
tuted fathers by some more real and 
tangible success tlmn their c.r-ojficio 
name and functions, as no father in 
creation, who has almost daily to face 
and bear with tho evil I am comi)lain 
ing of would ever dream of proposing 
a measure calculated to increase it. 
C'nihono, Mr. Editor, is this law? and 
what proportion docs tho small class 
whom it is intended to benefit bear to 
the large majority of tuxp:iyiiig citizens 
to whom it will be an intolei'able nui- 
sance? Will tho number of wander- 
ing cattle be diminislied by it? or is it 
inferred that there will be a less num- 
ber of cow-ardly (no pun iutendecl) at- 
tacks upon unprotected nurses and per- 
ambulating children than now if the 
the beasts are licensed to run where 
and whithersoever their desire for food 
and propensity for mischief lead them? 
I do not assume to be an authority on 
cows, but is it not a fact that there are 
certain times when nearly all cows, no 
matter how docile and domesticated, 
become infuriated and uncontrolable? 
Will Mr. Thomsons' tag mitigate this 
difficulty or does he suppose that li- 
censed cows will always go to grass or 
Rome tho streets in peace imuI i|uietudo? 
'No doubt the Council hiis considered 
the risk of incurring heavy damages if 
the converse bo true ; but, 1 take it the 
proper course for a responsible body of 
men to pursue is to avoid such a 
source of trouble and litigation alto- 
gether. If, on the other hand, cows 
must bo licensed, let it bo done with a 
proviso that they shall bo properly 
herded and cared for when running at 
largo in our thoroughfares. Let there 
be a strict regulation in connection 
with this tag business, that all cows 
shall be shut up at night, so that the 
new stock range may at least be quiet 
during one portion of the twenty-four 
hours— when sick ])ro]jlo who are ne- 
cessarily confined in the "corral," and 
those who are weary witli the labors of 
the day, may have a little respite from 
this daily and nightly source of annoy- 
ance and unrest.

Hon. Mr. Bcaven said it would bo uHod 
to relieve the sufferer, the deputy trea- 
surer, the monies having been paid to the 
Commissionor.f and they having refused 
to refund the amounts. 

Mr. Wilson thought the Attornoy-fjlon- 
eral should go after tlicni and make tliom 
refund. 

Mr. Ash thought the Commisaioners 
should bo paid. 

Mr. "Williams thought they, above .all 
others, should not ask for pay as they 
were all in receipt of large salaries. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the Oonimi.ssion- 
• era had paid into the treasury the baliuico 
they had of the vote, but this was to p.ay 
the Secretary for copying and buggy-hire. 

Mr. Ash wished to know whether the 
Government intended i)lacing any sum on 
the estimates for the debts for tlie destruc- 
tion of wolves and panthers. 

Mr. Smitho explained that the debt re- 
,.fen;ed,^.>Am some §200 or §300 paid by 
tKe'a'^ionts, hut for which the .-vgents had 
not been refunded, as an order i'l Council 
had been pa.ssed stopping the bounty, 
thougli it was found that tho vouchers 
had been presented and paid before tho 
order was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said no authority ex- 
isted for the paymjunt pf; these vouchers, 
there being no vdtd'for the destruction of 
wolves and panthers in 1878. 

Mr. Smithe said he understood that tho 
amount was to have been paid out of. 
"Miscellaneous items not detailed." He 
thought tho Government should have 
placed a sum on the suppleraentary esti- 
mates. 

Mr. Helgesen asked tho Government to 
place aaum onthc supplementary estimates 
for bounty on wolves and panthers killed 
by sheep-herders. 

.Mr. . Mora considered it wa.s a breach 
of gbod'faith for tho Governinunt not to 
place a sum of money on the estimates to 
pay these vouchers. 

Mr. Vernon said it seemed' hiu'd that 
because one claim Was unjust that all tho 
claims which were just should be refused 
payment. 

Hon. Mr. Humplirey.s said tliose claims 
were made during the' time of -the late 
Government and should have been paid 
by them if they were just claims, for that 
Government had a special vote for tho de- 
struction of those animals. 

Mr. Vernon said these claims were not 
presented till after the Elliott Govern- 
ment left office. 

Mr. Harris thought tho Government 
should ascertain how many, if any, of 
these claims were unju.st aiul tho House 
would, ho felt certain, willingly vote all 
just claims. 

Mr. Ash spoke in favor of the claims 
being paid- and thought they should be 
'paid at oncer- 1 One^ claim: especially re- 
foi-red to wna from Comox. Some men 
there had purchased an outfit and gone 
up tho Comox valley and killed a number 
of these wild animals. Their work was of 
the greatest benefit to the country. 

Hon. Mr. Walhem spoke against the 
payment of tho claims as ho considered 
the whole system a very foolish one, es- 
pecially as so many frauds had been per- 
petrated on tho Government. 

Mr. Bennett said ho would like Mini.s- 
tors to explain the item for the Royal 
Commission. Tho hon. . member for 
Cariboo has asked if the^ Jiidgea have 
made any claim for compensation for their 
services. Of courae ho was not in a posi- 



tion to answer that question, but he re- 
membered that in tho report of tho Com- 
missioners they stated, in handing 
over tho smtdl balance of cash remaining 
on hand, that the amount wag manifestly 
inadequate as remuneration to the Com- 
missioners at tho rate at which such ser- 
vices were usually compensated. This 
language clearly iniplied that they consi- 
der tiioy ai-o entitled to such remunera- 
tion. Tho Commission had notiiing to do 
with the ordinary duties of tho judges; 
they -were nsked to act, no doubt on ac- 
count of their special fitness to conduct 
such un enquiiy, but they could have de- 
clined to act had they so pleased, and he 
sh5uld like to hear Ministers make some 
attempt to justify, if they can, their ac- 
tion in requesting the judges to bestow so 
much of their time and attention on thi.-j 
enquiry, and then refusing to make any 
componsation for tho valuable and impor- 
tant .services rendered. 

Mr. Evans was glad there was nothing 
on the estimates to pay tho Judges for 
their services on tho Commission 
If there had boon ho would 
have voted against it. He would nevor 
pay men who had insulted tho House as 
tlie Judges had don6.\ (-ftlr. tWalkomT-i: 
Hear, hear.) 

IMr. Siuitho said ho had not been aston- 
ished to hear tlio sentiments just uttered 
by tho moniber for Cariboo (Mr. Evans) 
(hear, hear); but ho certainly was to hoar 
them endorsed a-s thoy had been by the 
Attorney-General (hear, hear.) It was 
impossible for him to understand by what 
principle an hen. gentleman in that Houso 
was guided who could say he would not 
becauao of an alleged insult pay those 
who had been einpluyod to do tho State a 
service and which service was admitted to 
have been rondeiod (hear, hear.) The 
good faith and honor of tho House seem- 
ed to bo as nothing to that meinber (hoar, 
hear.) Ho (Mr. S.) could not think such 
sentiuionts moved members of the House 
generally- Were ho to tliink that any 
considerable number of members could 
give expression to such remarks as had 
fallen from Mr. Evans he would IiIuhIi for 
.shame at being a uiomber of tho Asseui 
bly (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Evaii.s, in a voii-(? quivering witli 
exoitomont, said ho had no roa.son to blush 
for anything ho had said. Ho ccjuld y/niiv, 
that tho Judges had meddled with iiolities 
on that commission. They had pesfonal- 
ly insulted ono member and had directed 
most insulting remarks at the Assembly 
itself. 

!Mr. "Williams said ho was not afraid of 
the Judges and would say what lie liked. 
They had literally jeered at the witnesses 
as one-sided. He thought it was high 
time men stood up and spoke out their 
minds. 

i\Ir. Wilson said judging from the re- 
ports ho was inclined to believe that the 
Connnission had given a verdict in direct 
opposition to the evidence. t)uo witness 
had been .askod whether ho had kicked 
the person who oflered him a bribe / That 
was hardly the language for a J udgo to 
use. 

Mr. Ash drew the attention of tho At- 
torney-Gonei-al to the fact that very grave 
charges had been made a<;ainst the Judges. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said the Govern- 
ment of tho day stood well with the gen- 
tlemen referred to. Ho was not respon- 
sible for what any private member should 
say on tho Judges or anyone else; but ho 
must say ho was extremely sorry such 
questions should conio up as they wore 
liable to bring the porsoufl attacked into 
disrepute outside tho Houso. 

The vote then passed and §0901.21 was 
granted to Her Majesty tomakegood cer- 
tain sums expended for tho Public Ser- 
vice for tho year ending Slst Doc. , 1878, 
and to indemnify the several oflicor-s and 
persons for making such exiienditures. 

Tho committee then rose and reported. 
(;k.mi:ti:ky act. 

The House then went into committee 
on this" biU='^ith"Mr. I|irabury,Hn the 
chair. "' 

Clauses 10, 11, 12, regulating the l)urial 
of persons in such cemeteries. Passed. 

Sir Sinithe, whilst regretting that tho 
bill had passed its second reading as a 
matter of form, contended that compan- 
ies desiring to establish cemoterioH 
should be compelled to appear before the 
Private Bills Committee and state the pre- 
cise locality. 

Clauses 14, 15 and K!, regulating tho 
sale of lots for burial sites and convey- 
ances relative thereto, [lassed. Subse- 
quent clauses making provi.sioiis for the 
manner in which companies may pay 
dividends to sliairoholdera also passed 
without debate, as did the. remaining 
clauses I'cgulating the election of bo;irds 
of directors, authorizing tlie passage of 
by-laws for the management of burial 
grounds, making provision for tlio ap- 
pointment of trustees to whom land may 
bo convoyed fcr a buryuig ground not bo- 
longing exclusively to any particular do- 
nomination, provided that tho land so 
conveyed is not moro than 50 acres in ex- 
tent. 

Mr. Ash moved tho insertion of a new 
clause making it necessary to obtain tlie 
consent of property owners within COO 
yards of the proponed locality before a 
cemetery can be established. Without 
such a clause great injustice, ho .said, 
might bo done to owners of adjacent 
property. A similar provision was in 
force in England and it was only fair 
that it should be adopted here for the 
protection of private rights. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the clause was 
unnecessary as the bill would not apply 
to incorporated towns. 

Mr. Mara said it was wrong in princi- 
ple to give to companies by me.ans 
of a public bill the right to depreciate 
the value of private property. 

Mr. Bennett said tho House had no 
right at all to give porinission to com- 
panies to establish cemeteiies within a 
a few yards of a person's residenco wheth- 
er ho wills or not. The objections of- 
fered to the amendment were proof that 
there was necessity for the insertion of 
such a clause. If a cemetery would in- 
crease tho value of property, as the Fi- 
nance Minister said it would, then there 
would bo no fear of objection being 
taken to its establishment. If, on tho 
other hand, a cemetery would depreciate 
the value of adjacent property, as he 
(Mr. B.) thouglit it would, it was only 
right an opportunity should be afl'ordcd 
owners to object. (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys could not see 
the necessity of adopting the nuisty jn'o- 
vision suggested by tho hon. member for 
Comox. The bill was a good one and 
could not in its b't'eration do any harm. 

Mr. Drummond said tho antiquated 
ideas of England wore not applicable to 
this Province. Ho would sooner take tho 
opinion of a Western man than that of 
an antiquated resident of England. Tho 
hon. gentleman then proceeded to narrate 
ciroumsfco|icra* attending?^^ burials, 
but^vas'''reiriinaed''th'at that was not' the 
question before the House. 

IMr. Ash declined to withdraw tho 
amendment, which was lost on division. 
. Clause 1 was then reconsidered and it 
was proposed by Capt. Evans to add an 
amendment to render tho bill applicable 
only to land "near to but without" tho 



limits of incorporated cities. 

Mr. Smithe said the amendment would 
make the bill apply to Victoria, New 
Westmuister and IS'anaimo only. 

On motion the amendment was modi- 
fied by striking out the .words "near to", 
and the bill n-as thus rendered applicable 
to the whole Provinco. 

Mr. Ash contended that as the bill re- 
lated to religion it should have originated 
in committee of the whole. 

Mr. Evans vehemently informed the 
Houso that it did nothing of tho sort. 
JDto.'":]Utoa*8aul:tliat the hbhVgeii^ 
instead of losing "his temper,' should at- 
tempt to explain that tho objection was 
"not well taken. (Hear.) 

After further debate tho bill was re- 
ported complete with ainendinents. 

The Land Registry Amendment Bill 
was read a third time and passed.

An amusing scene took place in the 
Houso yesterday wherein ilr. Wilson, 
who has gained a somewhat unenviable 
reputation for imprudence combined with 
iiiquisitiveness, received a quietus at the 
hanils of Mr. Mara, senior member for 
Yale. Mr. AVilson rose to a question of 
privilege and stated that ho had heard 
that railway news of an important char- 
acter had been received by a member of 
the Opposition — Mr. Mai-a. Ho trusted 
tlie hoa. gentleman' would bo kind 
enough to mako tho House acquainted 
with tho interesting intelligence. Mr. 
JNLna thereupon replied that ho had 
much pleasure in acceding to tho request 
and for tho benefit of the hon. member 
would read tho dispatch, which was as 
follows: — 

"Inaction of Columbia Governmont 
fraught with danger.' Ministers think 
your House and Government afraid to 
move in Railway matters. Unanimous 
resolution passed by Houso pressing for 
iminediato construction regardless of 
Carnarvon Terms or route would strength- 
en the hands of moinbors and Senators, 
and induce tho Governmont to counneiice 
construction this year." 

Immediately Mr. IVlara stopped reading 
jNfr. Wilson and several other supporters 
of the Government excitedly .asked 
"Who's it from!" but Mr. Mara very 
properly declined to give any name, re- 
marking that it would be a breach of con- 
fidenco to do so without perniission from 
its author. He would state, however, 
that it was not signed by the hon. mem- 
ber for Viincouver. Mv. -Wilson there- 
iqion subsided, feeling, it is to bo imag- 
ined, considerably cheaper than when he 
rose to his feet to "take a rise" out of 
tho Opposition.

The Superintendent of the Lunatic 
Asylum has eonqiilod a comparative state- 
ment of the coat for the keep of the un- 
fortunate inmates of that institution, Tho 
expenditure for food and clothing during 
the quarter ending Dec. 31st, 1877, when 
the average number of patients was 30^^, 
was $17()7.40 as coinp.ared with .^1282. 44 
for tho last quarter of 1878, when the. 
average number of iiiniates was 35.',. The 
daily cost ])er head during tho former 
period is stated at 52.} cents as compared 
with 30 7-iO cents for tho quarter ending 
31st Dec, 1878. Thus by the Banting 
process a little moro than a bit " per 
inmate has been saved daily. The cost of 
medicines nooessitatod by this economy is 
not stated,

seem from present indications that it is 
likely to have tho intended effect imme- 
diately. An examination of our adver- 
tising columns will disoloso the remark- 
able coincidence that it has boon accom- 
panied hitherto, not by a rise in the prices 
of agrieultural production, but, in many 
cases, by a fall. This is a circumstance 
that deserves careful consideration by our 
friends the farmers, as, if it is likely to 
be permanent, it will scarcely be to their 
interoats to bo too eager to take advan- 
tage of the position and by demanding 
too high prices drive away intending cua- 
tomors. Just observe California bacon 
quoted, in spite of increased duties, at

Peter Walsh, charged with supplying 
intoxicating liquor to Indians, was re- 
manded, for one day. 

A storekeeper was charged with hav- 
ing assaulted one George Ritchie on Sat- 
urday afternoo* by striking him on tho 
head with his fist. 

George Ritchie said on Saturday after- 
noon at 2. 30 o'clock ho was coining up 
from the steamer Olympia with defend- 
ant and two others and when near tho 
Hudson .Bay store witness7,crossed over 
from tho right hand to tho loft hand side 
ill front of defendant who kicked him on 
the heel; witness turned round and asked 
him what he was doing .and dofend.ant 
struck him on the nose. He believed tho 
kick was given intentionally. Witness had 
been trying to persuade the two other 
men to go.to tho Terminus restaurant and 
crossed over to try and get thuir baggage; 
did not strike the defendant. 

Josei)li Collins tostitied to coming up 
from the steamer with prosecutor and de- 
fendant and seeing the assault. The kick 
he believed to bo accidental. 

Defendant stated that ho and otliors 
had beeii^'muoli annoyed of - late-' by the 
importunities of the prosecutor and on 
Saturday when ho accidentally trod on 
his heel ho turned round and made use of 
abusive and insulting language and then 
he (defendant) struck him. 

His Honor considered that hotel runners 
wero a nuisance; they annoyed everyone 
by their' importunities. Ho was sorry the 
assault should have taken place; but con- 
sidered the defendant had received some 
provocation. As it was ho wnuld imposo 
a fine of §.5 and costs. 

Robert Dexter was charged with hav- 
ing assaulted ono William jNlcGorr by 
striking him several blows witli his fist. 

William JIcGerr said that on Thurs- 
day, 27th March, between 8 i>.in. and 9 
li.ni., tho defendant a.ssaulted him at the 
Ship Inn, Esi|uimalt. Witness had boon 
working on the cotlbrdam and dofondant 
was his foreman; had never any words 
with tho defendant; had only drunk one 
glass of port wine on the night in ques- 
tion. Witness was sitting at a table in 
the back room playing a game of cribbago 
when defendant camo and tapped him on 
the shoulder and asked him to go into a 
room with him; the room was dark, went 
dearly to the entrance door 'and defoii- 
nant put his fist up to his nose and asked 
him if ho had told IMr. Dawson certain 
tilings about liiin? witness told defendant 
he did not know what Mr. Dawson had 
told him and afterwards told him that 
he had told Mr. Dawson many things 
about him. Defendant afterwards told 
him ho was going to thrash him and com- 
moncod to take his coat off. Witness 
then retreated, but finding that this was 
useless he took off his coat and prepared 
to defend himself. Dexlov then ru.slied 
in on him and struck him on tho chest. 
Ono of thebystandorsjjaid, "Stop, Dexter," 
but witness said "no, if ho wants to fight 
let him." Thoy clutched and witness 
threw Dexter and held him down by the 
neck for some time, but ho got up and 
they again grappled. Witness again threw 
him and struck him two blows on tho 
head; did not catch him by the hair and 
knock his head on tho sidewalk or road. 
Told tho defendant while he had him on 
tho ground that ho had no^idesiro to do 
him any bodily injury if he would let him 
alone, and witness then asked the by- 
standers to keep him quiet, but defen- 
dant said he would not be quiet. 

William Arthur corroborated tho state- 
ment of tho prosecutor and stiid that 
when ho and Dexter oamo into tho room 
proaocutor took off his coat and wont into 
the bar, followed by defendant. They 
then clutched, fell and struggled about 
for some time; got up, clinched again and 
fell. While down prosecutor got Dexter 
by the wrists and said, "Bob, I don't want 
to hurt you if you will keep quiet." Dex- 
ter said, "Oh, you may hurt as much as 
you can." Witness then persuaded the 
prosecutor to go out by the back door. 

His Honor bound the defendant over 
to kee[) the peace in tho sum of §100 for 
six months. 

Mr. Mills appeared for the dofondant.

Ho said that he had seen 
tho day hero when the colored people 
were treated as badly as the Chinese are 
riow and were compelled to take a back 
seat. This statement brought TVfr. R, 
Ciesar to his feet to declare that /u' had 
never taken a backseat. After IMr. Mc- 
Millan (who was granted a fair hearing) 
sat down, remarks wore made by Mr. 
Wilby and Mr. Ciesar, when tho nieoting 
adjourned.

He 
had a purpose in writing hi.s novels, 
and ho perpetually jiut forward cer- 
tain views. He would like to blot out 
all that had occurred since tho time of 
the Stuart.s, and Jie continually depre- 
ciated the House of Commons, and ex- 
alted tho royal prerogativo. These 
opinions of the Premier's novels Mr. 
Burt justified by quotations at length 
adding that isinco i\lr. Disraeli, through 
the stu[)idity of the English peojilo, be- 
came Piciniei', many acts had shown 
his de.sire to crystallise in legislation 
some of tho sentiments expressed in his 
novels, especially in attempting- to de- 
preciate tho House of Commons and to 
exalt the Royal prerogative. Especially 
was this .shown in the passing of the 
Royal Titles Bill, in bringing troops 
from India without the knowledge of 
Parliament; and thoy had rumors now 
that tho Mutiny Act was to be made a 
permanent enactment. There was, 
therefore, groat need that the people 
should beware, .so that thoy might 
liaiul down the liberties they had ac- 
quired undimini.shed. 

"Atlas," in .the London World, hopes 
itr. Gladstbne'hmy have made a mis 
take in agreeing to contest ISlidiothian. 
lie will encounter the fiercest opposi- 
tion both of tlic bold "Euccleuch," 
whose territory he iii\adfs, and of the 
whole Tory [larty in Scotland, who will 
strain every nervo to secure the. enor- 
mous triumph of defeating him^ The 
fact that Sir James Gibson Craig, Bart, 
of Riccarton, has nskod to be put upon 
Ijord Dalkoitii'.s eommittee,i3 startling; 
for his father, the latfl Sir William 
Gibson Craig, was not only the fornu.'r 
Liberal member for .the county, but 
was the head of the old Whig party in 
Edinburgh. Those who have advised 
Mr. Ghulstoiio in this matter have a 
grave responsibility.

Fiffceou thousand pounds liaving been 
ofl'ercd as a reward for tho discovery of 
the inurdorer.s of Lord Ijpitriin and 
having failed in its mission, the Gov- 
enimont has abandoned the idea of a 
prosecution, luul the afi'uir will take 
rank with that long list of unravelled 
inystories which, prove, the , fellacy , of 
the old-timo saying "that murder will 
out." That such a reward .should have 
failed to arouse tlie cupidity of the poor 
people resident in the district where 
tho murder was committed is an 
evidence of tho deep-rooted sympathy 
felt for the perpetrators of it . and the 
equally deep feeling of resentment 
which the tyranny of the late Earl had 
provoked. When the news of the as- 
sassination was received by the present 
Lord, a nephew of tho murdered peer, 
he, in the warmth of his indignation, 
ofl'ered a reward of .$10,000, and 
although on learning that his undo had 
left away from him every aore^.that he 
could, his wrath must have abated, still 
he did not withdraw tho reward.
